protect the people from bullets and assaults 
on their way to the church. 

Near the top of the hill on the right is an 
old relic of superstition. It is a ship's 
mast and sails all cut of rock and set up 
in the fulfillment of a vow made by some 
sailors, who prayed to the virgin of Guada- 
loupe for deliverance from a storm and 
threatened shipwreck, and promised that 
they would erect their ship’s mast as a 
memorial of her mercy near her shrine, 
How iike heathen Horace this story sounds. 


a half miles, built by Maximilian and is 
called by some Carlotta’s drive. To see it 
best one should take a carriage, and as he 
rides along the elegant boulevard he may 
see the bon-ton of the republic in fine ng 
ages in a great procession from 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon until dark. The carriage 
way is shaded by great trees, two rows on 
each side, and between is a wide prome- 
nade. In the length of the drive there are 
six circular spaces 400 feet in diameter, 
called glorietas, where there are stone 
benches and a place for statuary in the cen- 
ter. 

The park of Alameda is near the begin- 
ning of the drive. It is beautifully laid 
out, and with garden-like neatness, we saw 
the thousands of varieties of bright and del- 
icate flowers in lavish profusion. 


SEPULORO DE JUAREZ. 

The tomb of Benito Juarez, the Mexican 
patriot, stands in a cemetery almost oppo- 
site the statue of Columbus. It is hand- 
somely decorated with carving. The mau- 
soleum contains an accurate likeness of the 

reat man in a reclining statue. The hang- 
ings of beautiful wreaths and immortelles, 
designs of flowers in metal, were sent from 
many parts of the world at enormous cost. 

The equestrian statue of Charles IV, of 
Spain, is the point from which many ave- 
nues diverge to all points. This is said to 
be the largest bronze statue in the world. 
This king of Spain was deposed by me 
leon, and in his troubles he claimed New 
Spain—Mexico—as his refuge. We.su 
pose it was this that caused name to 
so honored and perpetuated in Mexico. 
Charles did not cross the Atlantic, but ac- 
cepted a quiet Italian villa, affording a 
home for himself and his queen and their 
favorite, Emanuel Godoy, and a pension 
ample for their maintenance, 

The statue of Columbus is of marble and 
bronze, and represents many of his discoyv- d 
eries; the figures are all of heroic size. 

The second glorieta is ‘oceupied by a 
statue of Guatemotzin, who was the last 
Aztec emperor of Mexico. He was the 
nephew and the son-in-law of Montezuma, 
and was chosen emperor in 1520 to succeed 
Cuitlahuac, Montezuma’s brother. In 
1521 he defended the City of Mexico from 
the seige of Cortez, but was compelled by 
famine to surrender. When the Spaniards 
found little to plunder in the city they put 
Guatemotzin to the torture of burning off 
his feet at a slow fire to force from him the 
secret of the treasures they supposed to be 
hidden in the city. The cacique of Tacuba 
was tortured with him, and he gave evi- 
dence of weakening and wanted to tell all

The last few weeks Cates has been drink- 
ing a great deal. 

Yesterday afternoon he was pretty full, 
and walked down Decatur street, his old 
stamping ground, his greatest care, seem- 
ingly, being to avoid the police.

The Old Man Will Be Orushed if He Does

Berlin, July 9.—(Copyright, 1892, by th 
New York Associated Press.)—A series of 
disclosures, giving the entire history of 
events from the time of Prince Bismarck’s 
dismissal from the chancellorship until the 
present moment, is now in progress of offi- 
cial preparation.

OVER TWENTY MILLION DOLLARS GONE. 


Parliament Buildings, and Neastty All the 
Churches Burned—How the Fire 
: Started and Its Progress. 


. } 

Halifax, N. S., July 9.—The greater part 
of St. Johns, N. F., has been wiged out by 
fire. About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
a house on Long’s hill was to 
be on fire. The firemen responded promptly 
to the alarm, but when they arrived the 
southwest wind that prevailed md caused 
the fire to spread to an adjoining building, 
which was then burning furioudy. Des 
perate efforts were made to stay the prog- 
ress of the fire, but it was soon seen that 
they would prove fruitless. Mbst of the 
houses on Long’s hill were very «ld wooden 
ones, and they burned with great rapidity. 
Large, burning brands were caught up by 
the wind and carried to the roofs of other 
structures, which were soon buming furi- 
ously. 

The Fire Department Helpless. 

-It was soon seen that the fire dppartment 
was helpless, and people living in the path 
that the fire was destined to take began to 
remove their portable household effects and 
valuables. Some of these people lost their 
lives by their foolhardiness in retarning to 
their homes when the flames were close 
upon them. e 

While these dwelling houses wee burn- 
ing unhindered, it was found that the new 
Methodist college was on fire. Efforts were 
made to save this building, but they were 
fruitless. The college was the educational 
headquarters of the Methodists in New- 
foundland, and its loss will be severely felt 
by that denomination. 

By this time it was blowing a gale, and 
the fire was spreading with appalling rapid- 
ity. Buildings situated some distance from 
the burning structures caught fire from 
burning embers, and were destroyed with- 
out a‘ hand being raised to attempt te save 
them. The firemen and people were, com- 
pletely paralyzed, and the fire did its work 
of destruction unhindered. 

A Magnificent Horror. 

It was then growing dark and the scene 
was magnificently beautiful, though ap- 
palling. Building after building caught 
fire and the whole city was as light as 
day. The roar of the flames was terrible 
and the heat was so intense that it was im- 
possible to get anywherp near the burning 

ildings. : 
wien sl then high and heavy walls would 
fall and then inimense masses of burning 
embers would soar upward, be caught by 
the gale and carried elsewhere to add other! 
buildings to the conflagration..Men, women 
ant children ran about in terror, and 
thieves, taking advantage of the confusion, 
entered houses that had been deserted by 
their occupants and stole whatever they 
could lay their hands on and carry off. 

Some Fine Baildings Burned. 

Masonic temple, Orange hall, the Roman 
Oatholic cathedral and the bishop’s palace, 
St. Patrick’s hall, the English cathedral, 
the Athenaeum, Kirk Commercial bank, 
Union bank, Atlantic hotel and Linberg’s 
brewery, all fell a prey to the devouring 
flames. 

The English cathedral was a magnificent 
structure and was considered the finest 
piece of Gothic architecture on this con- 
tinent. It was yet incomplete, though it 
had been fifty years in building. Nearly 
all these buildings were in the center of the 
city, and before long they were nothing but 
masses of smoking ruins. In addition to 
these tH® courthouse, police headquarters 
and Government Savings bank were de- 
stroyed, as were also the Presbyterian 
church and office of The Telegram. The 
flames were then raging with increasing 
vigor in the direction of the water front 
and in a very short time were eating up 
warehouses along the wharves. 

Danger to Shipping. 

Shipping lying at the wharves had been 
warned of its danger and the crews of the 
various vessels hastily cast off their lines 
and took their crafts outside the harbor. 
On one side of the bay are steam seal oil 
factories and the warehouses in which their 


railway would be destroyed. The fire 
burned out the telegraph office and for a 
time all communication with St. Johns was 


cut off. This morning, however, the tele | 


prevails subsides it will be found that the 
loss of life is much greater. 
A. later dispatch states that the 
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The scene of the explosion is twelve miles 
from this city, The Giant powder works 
were completely destroyed. One hundred 
and eighty men, principally Chinese, were 
employed there. It is now believed 104 


of additional explosions, no one is venturing 
near the works to stop the progress of the 
flames. The fire is in close proximity to 
the magazine containing 300 tons of pow- 
der, and the fear is expressed that it, too, 
may be destroyed. 

The White Men Killed. 

Among the white men known to have 
been killed are Wallace Dickenson, Charles 
Canburdy and John Bow. 

The body of a Chinaman was found on 
the railroad track half a mile from the 
works. The remains of a boy frightfully 
mangled were found near the scene. Every 
window in the county jail at Oakland was 
broken by the explosion. All windows in 
the residences in the town of West Berkley 
were broken, and several buildings are re- 
ported destroyed. 

At the office of the Giant Powder Com- 
pany, in this city, it was thought that the 
Judson works, which are located at Lo- 
belle, about three miles from the Giant 
powder works, were safe. The Giant pow- 
der works are located at Point Isabelle 
and Highland, near Stege, and comprise 
five buildings and the magazines. Of these 
buildings the acid and nitroglycerine works 
were destroyed, and at least one maga- 
zine blown up. Other buildings not im- 
mediately destroyed took fire. The loss 
on the property will be great. 

Ita Terrific Force. 


The explosion shattered windows all over 
San Francisco, blew in skylights, bro 
plate glass on Montgomery street, Call- 
fornia street and other thoroughfares and 
caused people to rush into the streets as 
though an earthquake convulsion was about 
to tumble all the buildings about their ears. 

Consternation was still at its height when 
there followed two more shocks, a little 
less severe than the terrific one which had 
just been felt. Glass rattled into the streets 
all over the city and not a few buildings, 
according to their inmates,’ came near col- 
lapsing. Men in the tower of the fire alarm 
station were sure that the structure was 
going to collapse. The intensity of the 
shock can be appreciated when it is known 
that it was distinctly felt at Sacramento, 
eighty miles distant, and that the windows 
‘are oracked at Napa and other points 
along the bay shore twenty-five miles from 
the scene of the explosion. 

The powder company declines to give par- 
ticulars regarding the number of men em- 
ployed, but the three white men heretofore 
mentioned are believed to be all the whites 
killed. As to the Chinamen no definite 
information can be had.

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Razor-Backs at the Bar. 

We seo by a few scattering remarks, 
and from what we can hear now and 
then, that some of the razor-back law- 
yers, who employ white and black bailiffs 
and charge 40 to 50 per cent on amount 
recovered, with heavy interest on ad- 
vancements, are trying to make it appear 
that all the outcry against this custom is 
in the interest of the capitalist, and 
against the poor man. John A. Murrell 
made the same defense when they run 
him down and jailed him. He said he 
was only robbing rich men—not poor men, 
that his methods would help the poor by 
distributing the wealth of the rich. While 
this may be true to some extent, the 
plan he adopted was, to say tho least of 
it, calculated to disorganize society. 

The plan these lawyers have adopted 
makes the wealth pass through their 
hands, and the poor get but little of it. 

There never was @ case where & poor 
man in Georgia had a case when he could 
not find an “hd@hest lawyer to ‘plead his 
causo for him, even for a conditional fee. 
No one will object: to such a case. The 
complaint is that champerty and barratry 
are being daily practiced in our city; that 
lawyers who claim to be respectable hire 
men to bring up cases for them, pay & 
commission or salary, buy and sell law- 
suits, advance loans on expected verdicts, 
pay clients for the use of their names to 
bring suits, and do many unprofessional 
things in this way that hurt our city, 
embarrass enterprise, injure lawyers 
who abide by the ethics of the profession, 
and bring the bar of Atlanta into disre- 
pute. 

A highway robber like Murrell is en- 
titled to more respect than some of these 
men—for he had the courage to make his: 
demands, and put his life on the issue— 
th3se men undertake to rob their fellow 
men according to law. ! 

An honest poor man only wants what 
he is entitled to, and if the laws of this 
country are so framed that he has to 
pay 50 per cent of what he gets to 
obtain it, then there can be no stronger 
argument needed to show that there ought 
to be some legislation on this contingent |. 
fee business. 

The thing we need most in this country 
is employment for all our poor at remuner- 
ative wages. The custom we have crit- 
icised, and to which the grand jury of

Our Washington 
correspondent says that Speaker Crisp, as 
chairman of the committee on rules, will 
see to it that the bill receives consideration.

The party is confronted by an 
emergency in the south that it cannot 
afford to ignore, and, if it is to make 
gains anywhere, the teachings of common 
sense tell us that it must go to the west 
for them. : 

Most important of all is the southern 
emergency to which we have referred.

A Celebrated Case. 

The death sentence of Colonel Henry 
Clay King, of Memphis, soldier, lawyer 
and author, after his unsuccessful appeal 
to the supreme court, is the sensation of 
the day in Tennessee, and throughout the 
south west. 

Here is an aged man—a gentleman of 
fine social and professional position—a 
gallant confederate officer, and a lawyer 
whose ability has been shown at the bar 
and in the lawbooks he has written, con- 
demned to die on the gallows like any 
other common criminal! 

It will be recollected that Colonel King 
slew Colonel David H. Poston, a Memphis 
lawyer, about eighteen months ago. The 


killing was the outcome of several sen-' 


sationah suits between King and the 
widow of General Gideon J. Pillow. Pos 
ton was the lady’s lawyer, and King shot 
him for some alleged statements in one 
of his bills. 

The unhappy prisoner was ably defend- 
ed, and insanity and self-defense were 
both pleaded in his behalf, but the eourts 
saw no alternative but a death sentence 
under the verdict. Some idea of the 
feeling in the southwest will be gained 
from the following editorial in The Mem- 
phis Appeal Avalanche: 

It has been very many years since any man 
of King’s prominence in the gentle world has 


been sent to the hangman, and the case will 
have historic interest. on that account. It is a 


fearful ending of a career, the major portion |

AS a Soldier he fought gal- 
lantly for his country; as a lawyer he gained 
high position ia his profession;'as a writer of 
books of law hée became an authority. He

parture from moral standards, culminating in 
murder. It is, however, not so much in the 
lesson that may be drawn from the story of
